tical, levol-heailad man and ho In con- 
versant with tho neoda of this com- 
munity. 
He is therofoio competent 


to express an opinion on the subject. 


"I see no reason, ' ho said, "why Oak- 


land should not derive the profit that 
•would surely result from an enterprise, 
of this character. 
Other cities 
have 


profited In this way and public owner- 
ahlp of. waterworks Is no lon/joi- an ex- 
periment. 
Those who may oppose tho 


proposition cannot urge this aigument. 
Neither can they say 'hat In any In- 
stance has municipal owneihhlp o" this, 
sdrt proved a failure. 
On tho other 


hand il Is constantly published that the 
income lo the city Is sufficient not only 
to meet all the expenses of maintain- 
ing' and operating- a water plant, but 
with careful and economical manage- 
ment theie Is often a surplus that can 
be applied to other funds thereby tend- 
ing to lessen general taxation. 


"Oakland has ai rived at a 
period 


when an enterprise of this kind will 
accomplish great benefit. 
We 
have 


passed through a period of financial 
stringency and business depression that 
paralyzed every effort nt public Im- 
provement, but happily that period 
isi 


drawing to a close, and tho 
people 


are preparing to improve the oppor- 
tunities that prosperity always brings. 


F3EASIBLJ3 AND ADVISABLE. 


"It is very propel that we should 


think of Improving our streets, of beau- 
tifying- our parka, and providing 
for 


keeping: the city clean and attractive, 
but it is also important that tho needs 
of the individual citizen should be con- 
sldeicd. 
This can be done by reduc- 


ing hlb water rate and his properly 
tax, both oe which would, In my opin- 
ion, 
bo accomplished if the city owned 
and operated its water system. 
' 
"Then there Is tho sanitary side of 


tho question. 
It' tho city supplies the 


citizens with water It will certainly be 
pure and healthful. 
It will be a supply 
always fresh and nt to drink or bathe 
in or wash with. 
It would be tho 
worst economy In tho world to pay 
even a comparatively small amount for 
on Impure or unhealthy watejr supply. 


"I bellevo that municipal ownership 


of water is not only feasible but 
ad- 
visable. 
As I have said there is di- 
rect and Immediate profit in it, and, 
above all, it prevents tho organization 
of a monopoly in a necessity that must 
come to every household and 
which 


oven the poorest cannot do without, 
no matter what the price may be. 


"Competition is well enough as long 
as It lasts, but whst guarantee have 
the people that competition in this 
jiocesslty will continue? 
At the pres- 


ent cut-throat rates it Is a wonder that 
it has continued in this city as long 
as it has. 


FEARS OF MONOPOLY. 


"Suppose that one of the competing 


Tvater companies should be compelled 
to retire from the field? Or suppose 
that tho two companies should corn- 
blue? Whore woukl the people get off? 
Do you suppose that a water monopoly 
or u water syndicate would havo any 
mercy on tho consumers? It' you do 
you are mistaken. 
The moment ona 


cr both companies becomes a monopoly 
the rates will go up like- a rocket, and 
they will never come down again, for 
Jt would be a business necessity on tho 
part of those engaged in these enter- 
prises to recoup tholr losses by reason 
of their competition. 
"OaWand now has an opportunity, I 


bellevo to get hold of the Dtngee plant 
and It ought to be done as soon as 
possible, for in my opinion the oppor- 
tunity will not last long. 
Personally 
I don't want to pay the old rates. 
I 
don't want to contribute to a monop- 
oly when, by owning the waterworks 
myself as a citizen of tho municipality 
operating them I can apply those di- 
vidends to the reduction of, my water 
rate and the lessening of my taxes or 
to the further Improvement of the city 
Jn which I live and where I hope to 
live for the remainder of my days. 


TEte COST.

It was thought that the Federation 
would take some action last night re- 
garding the celebration of tho Fourth 
of July, but the question was continued 
till a later meeting.

These resolutions were tntndod to be ' 
submitted to tin- SCVI.-IT' subordinate 
unions In the Federation 1'or either 
ratification or rejection.

a majority of-tho unions the resolutions 
were to be promulgated its the :-ntl- 
ment of the Federation.
